With 
a view to stop the^e proceedings as umoh 
as possible NIr. Gisborne, superintendent 
of government telegraphs in the north- 
w-est, proposes the perfcctioii uf a system 
of telegraphs c iinecliiig the main trails 
oil both .Hides of the houndary that will 
prove of invaluable assistance in catching 
horau thieves. Tho lines he first proposes 
to build are throe in number. First. 
A iine from Dunniore, a station on tho 
0. P. H to Fort McLood, and to connect 
with tho hoiimhiry at h'-irt Shaw, a ilia- 
tanca of 180 miles. .Second. A line from 
Moose Jaw, via the western e.vtremity of 
Old Wives Lakes, to tho Woud iMountaiii 
p<ilico uoal. Thu distance to tills post is 
05 miles, und part of the line ia now 
under construction. It is proposed to 
Continue this lino tu Iho boundary, a dis- 
tance of '27 miles, whore it is expected 
tho American (fovernment would m.ike a 
connection with tiicir Polar river agency. 
Third. A line ia proposeil from Maple 
creek due south, winch would striku the 
boundary at iniloa. and which 

could be coiitiiiiied to Fort .Vssiiiiboino, 
which is 311 miles further south. With 
these euuueuliims, it is thought, ( aitle lift- 
ing could not be carried on very sueee^s- 
fully, and us the inar.iiiders would be cut oil 
by telegraph, the business would die a 
nutlirid death. .Mr. (.iisboriie also advo- 
cates i-haueiiig the ti-lepr.ipli nnili- betweou 
Baltlelord and Kdnioiilou vni the old C. I'.

It would, liovv- 
ever, be of luueh benefit to tho countrj, 
iu its good goveriiliient , The iron telegraph 
pole, he thinks, is worthy of eousiderutioii 
by the govi-rnnieul, more especially for use 
m ibe Northwest where poles are scarce 
ami valualde ami iroighling excessively 
high. They huvL- la-t-n proiiouiieed favor-
